Sir: 

From the ethics perspective, there is no objection to you writing and receiving 
compensation for a textbook in which mathematics and statistics are the primary 
topics subject to the conditions discussed below. 

The final approval for your writing should be coordinated with your first line 
supervisor in finding that the writing does not conflict with your duties. 

One of the ethics concerns is whether an employee is compensated for writing 
outside his official duties. Generally, a government employee shall not receive 
compensation from any source other than the government for writing that relates 
to the employee's official duties. See 5 C.F.R. § 2635.807(a). Writing relates to 
the employee's official duties if the subject deals in significant part with: 

a) any matter to which the employee presently is assigned or to 
which the employee had been assigned during the previous one-year period [of 
government employment]; or 

b) any ongoing or announced policy, program or operation of the 

agency. 

Government employees may not engage in an outside activity that conflicts with 
official duties. An activity conflicts with official duties if:

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a) If it is prohibited by statute or by an agency supplemental regulation; or 

b) If, under the standards set forth in §§2635.402 and 2635.502, it would 
require the employee's disqualification from matters so central or critical to the 
performance of his official duties that the employee's ability to perform the duties 
of his position would be materially impaired. 

From the information that you provided about the book and about your official 
duties at DHS, it does not appear that the subject of the book relates to your 
official duties. Rather, the book topic is within the discipline of your previous 
career and education, that of a research scientist and analyst, before you joined 
the federal government. You advised that you began writing the book before 
beginning employment with the Federal government, and the book has no 
homeland security content, no mention of terrorism, natural disasters, or anything 
of the like. 

Although it does not appear to me that there is a conflict in your circumstance, it 
is helpful if your supervisor assists in the determination whether your writing 
conflicts with your duties. You previously conferred with your supervisor about 
your writing, and he determined that your writing does not conflict with your 
DHS duties. I have copied him on this email to factor in the matters I discussed 
above in his final determination whether to find no objection to this outside 
writing activity. 

Generally, a Government employee who is engaged in as an outside activity shall 
not use or permit the use of his official title or position to identify him in 
connection with his activity. See 5 C.F.R. § 2635.807(b). However, an 
employee may permit the inclusion of his title or position as one of several 
biographical details when such information is given to identify him in connection 
with his writing, provided that his title or position is given no more prominence 
than other significant biographical details. 

Further, employees may not use government equipment in the performance of 
their outside activities. 5 C.F.R. § 2635.704. Also, employees may not use 
official government time for outside activities.5 C.F.R. § 2635.705. You and your 
supervisor have advised that you have used no government resources or time in 
the writing of this book. 

Finally, if this outside activity requires your presence during the normal 
government duty day, you may request annual leave. Department supervisors are 
not obligated to honor the request for leave, however, and may deny the request 
based on DHS mission necessities.

I am assuming that you are a career employee. If not, please advise. 

Ethics and security are often the most obvious offices with which you will need to 
coordinate. However, in my past experience with RMA authors, the writing may be 
about programs that might have an S&T or NPPD or another component's interest, so 
you might have to coordinate with someone on those staffs also. Much of what you 
are asking is fact specific about your particular writing, so it may take a few emails to 
get all the salient facts to ensure complete review. 

The key for the ethics review is that you will be receiving payment for writing and your 
writing may not conflict with your official DHS duties as the regulations provide. So, 
please provide me with a copy of your DHS position description and an outline of what 
you will be writing about. 


Your supervisor, in coordination with ethics, will determine if your proposed writing fits 
into a category per 5 C.F.R. §2535.807, for which you may not accept payment: 

§ 2635.807 Teaching, speaking and writing. 

11QJ2 

(a) Compensation for teaching, speaking or writing. Except as permitted by paragraph (a)(3) of this 
section, an employee, including a special Government employee, shall not receive compensation 
from any source other than the Government for teaching, speaking or writing that relates to the 
employee’s official duties. 

(1 ) Relationship to other limitations on receipt of compensation. The compensation prohibition 
contained in this section is in addition to any other limitation on receipt of compensation set forth in 
this chapter, including: 

(i) The requirement contained in §2636.307 of this chapter that covered noncareer employees

(D) The information conveyed through the activity draws substantially on ideas or official data that 
are nonpublic information as defined in §2635.703(b); or 

(E) Except as provided in paragraph (a)(2)(i)(E)( 4 ) of this section, the subject of the activity deals 
in significant part with: 

( 1 ) Any matter to which the employee presently is assigned or to which the employee had been 
assigned during the previous one-year period; 

( 2 ) Any ongoing or announced policy, program or operation of the agency; or 
( 3 ) In the case of a noncareer employee as defined in §2636.303(a) of this chapter, the general 
subject matter area, industry, or economic sector primarily affected by the programs and 
operations of his agency. 

( 4 ) The restrictions in paragraphs (a)(2)(i)(E) ( 2 ) and ( 3 ) of this section do not apply to a special 
Government employee. The restriction in paragraph (a)(2)(i)(E)( 1 ) of this section applies only 
during the current appointment of a special Government employee; except that if the special 
Government employee has not served or is not expected to serve for more than 60 days during the 
first year or any subsequent one year period of that appointment, the restriction applies only to 
particular matters involving specific parties in which the special Government employee has 
participated or is participating personally and substantially. 

Note: Section 2635.807(a)(2)(i)(E) does not preclude an employee, other than a covered 
noncareer employee, from receiving compensation for teaching, speaking or writing on a 
subject within the employee's discipline or inherent area of expertise based on his 
educational background or experience even though the teaching, speaking or writing deals 
generally with a subject within the agency's areas of responsibility.

From the ethics perspective, there is no objection to you writing and 
receiving compensation for a textbook in which mathematics and 
statistics are the primary topics subject to the conditions discussed 
below. 

The final approval for your writing should be coordinated with your 
first line supervisor in finding that the writing does not conflict with 
your duties. 

One of the ethics concerns is whether an employee is compensated 
for writing outside his official duties. Generally, a government 
employee shall not receive compensation from any source other than 
the government for writing that relates to the employee's official 
duties.

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b) If, under the standards set forth in §§2635.402 and 
2635.502, it would require the employee's disqualification from 
matters so central or critical to the performance of his official duties 
that the employee's ability to perform the duties of his position 
would be materially impaired. 

From the information that you provided about the book and about 
your official duties at DHS, it does not appear that the subject of the 
book relates to your official duties. Rather, the book topic is within 
the discipline of your previous career and education, that of a 
research scientist and analyst, before you joined the federal 
government. You advised that you began writing the book before 
beginning employment with the Federal government, and the book 
has no homeland security content, no mention of terrorism, natural 
disasters, or anything of the like. 

Although it does not appear to me that there is a conflict in your 
circumstance, it is helpful if your supervisor assists in the 
determination whether your writing conflicts with your duties. You 
previously conferred with your supervisor about your writing, and he 
determined that your writing does not conflict with your DHS 
duties. I have copied him on this email to factor in the matters I 
discussed above in his final determination whether to find no 
objection to this outside writing activity. 

Generally, a Government employee who is engaged in as an outside 
activity shall not use or permit the use of his official title or position 
to identify him in connection with his activity. See 5 C.F.R. § 
2635.807(b). However, an employee may permit the inclusion of his 
title or position as one of several biographical details when such 
information is given to identify him in connection with his writing, 
provided that his title or position is given no more prominence than 
other significant biographical details. 

Further, employees may not use government equipment in the 
performance of their outside activities. 5 C.F.R. § 2635.704. Also, 
employees may not use official government time for outside 
activities.5 C.F.R. § 2635.705. You and your supervisor have 
advised that you have used no government resources or time in the 
writing of this book. 

Finally, if this outside activity requires your presence during the 
normal government duty day, you may request annual leave. 
Department supervisors are not obligated to honor the request for 
leave, however, and may deny the request based on DHS mission 
necessities.

I am assuming that you are a career employee. If not, please advise. 

Ethics and security are often the most obvious offices with which you will 
need to coordinate. However, in my past experience with RMA authors, 
the writing may be about programs that might have an S&T or NPPD or 
another component's interest, so you might have to coordinate with 
someone on those staffs also. Much of what you are asking is fact 
specific about your particular writing, so it may take a few emails to get 
all the salient facts to ensure complete review. 

The key for the ethics review is that you will be receiving payment for 
writing and your writing may not conflict with your official DHS duties as 
the regulations provide. So, please provide me with a copy of your DHS 
position description and an outline of what you will be writing about.
